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Courthouse Elections 


To the surprise of no one who un- 


derstands the mechanics of political 
organization 
in .this 
state, 
the 


experience of the political parties in 
recruiting candidates for the county 
courthouse offices again shows a top 
heavy lead for the Republicans over the 
Democrats. 


The filings are in telling contrast to 


the comparative strength of the parties, 
whether measured by congressional 
representation, seats in the legislature, 
vote patterns in contests for governor 
over the last decade or more, or any 
other test. Democrats now are the 
majority 
party, if the 
political 


preference of our electorate is to be 
measured by congressional elections, or 
by the control of the state executive 
department, or if recent legislative elec- 
tions are accepted as a guide. 
Democrats won the assembly two years 
ago 
by 
a 
spectacular 
margin. 


Republicans hold the senate today 
largely because the law provides for the 
election of half the mfembership of that 
house in alternate elections, which in 
1970 meant that half of the senators did 
not confront the Democratic vote wave 
of that year. 


What is shown in the comparative 


superiority of Republicans in the elec- 
tive courthouse offices, we submit, is 
the refusal of average voters to think in 
partisan terms when they are choosing 
a clerk of courts, or a county clerk, or 
registrar, or even a district attorney or 


sheriff. Republicans have held a 
majority of the county offices for a long 
time. Incumbency is an obvious advan- 
tage, and potential Democratic as- 
pirants demur because they know that 
their party identity will be a handicap. ' 


Many of the incumbents, as consti- 


tuents have surely observed, do not 
perform in a Republican policy way in. 
their ministerial jobs. There is no 
.Republican or Democratic way of.keep- 
ing county board minutes, issuing 
marriage licenses, recording deeds and 
liens, serving process, or whatever. 
: 


The refusal of the electorate to 


follow ordinary partisan inclinations on 
the county courthouse ballot reinforces 
what has repeatedly been asserted here 
and elsewhere — that these places 
should be recruited on a nonpartisan 
basis and preferably, through merit ap- 
pointment. 


The history of party attitudes on the 


question is not encouraging. Perhaps it' 
is too much to expect that Republicans, 
inheritors of an advantage deriving 
from the old one-party era in Wisconsin, 
will ever recognize the realities. 
Democrats have shown that they can 
compete strongly statewide, for major 
policy places, but repeatedly lose the 
courthouse recruiting contests. It may 
be conjectured, therefore, that they will 
pounce on this opportunity for useful 
change, if the voters decide that they 
should prosper in future years to a suf- 
ficient degree to have workable legisla- 
tive control in Madison.

Later generations may corne to the 


conclusion that the major struggle of 
the Twentieth Century was between 
security and individual freedom. Ac- 
tually this issue has been primary in 
much of American history and may just 
'now be reaching some of the new or 
developing nations of the world. 


.. 
Americans are apt to preach in- 


dividualism and freedom as virtues 
above all. The Bill of Rights is held up, 
and correctly so, as the safeguard of 
those rights. Americans constantly 
must be on the lookout for the efforts to 
curb dissent, whether they come in the: 
form of laws in the field of morals or 
only by public opinion. A lot of 
Americans do not understand that the- 
Bill of Rights was written to protect 
unpopular opinions. The popular ones 
need no such protection. 


But many nations are not in the mold 


, of the United States, much as we try to 
portray our various allies that way.. 
China is the most recent example of a 
country in which the people have ac- 
cepted security in exchange for what we 
would call freedom of opinion. On Mr.. 
Nixon's visit to China, the many news- 
men accompanying him were permitted 
generally to go anywhere they liked or 
rather anywhere they could get. While 
the 
showplaces 
were 
obviously 


'presented, reporters going to less 
known areas found in general drab 
existences but no hunger or lack of. 
shelter. The Chinese, carrying their little 
red books, had perhaps unwillingly 
chosen security rather than freedom of 
opinion but after the centuries of 


misery, corruption and starvation, one 
can hardly blame them. 


It is this wide divergence between 


the wealthy nations of the world and the 
poor ones that cannot be shrugged off.- 
Words like freedom and democracy are 
mere rhetoric to a man desperately try- 
ing to bring home enough rice to keep 
his children alive. In the same way, 
except to a few Americans — and there 
should be none in-this category — 
statements about freedom from hunger 
mean very little. Most Americans can 
afford to thumb their noses at govern- 
ment without worrying about the next 
loaf of bread. 


The United States should not need to- 


portray the peoples and governments of 
other countries as seeking immediately 
the blessings of liberty which we 
uphold. It is ridiculous to picture 
President Nguyen Van Thieu as a' 
democratic leader just as it is ridiculous 
to try to show the people of any part of 
Indochina as understanding represen- 
tative government. It's silly to frown 
about President Allende .of Chile just 
because he is an acknowledged Marxist 
when almost every Latin American 
government is dictatorial whatever its 
ideology. After all, who set the United 
States up as the arbiter of what is right 
and what is wrong around the world? 


It may be that Americans at least' 


pay lip service to freedom of speech and 
opinion because most of them are not 
hungry and do not have to despair of 
having a roof over their heads. Some, 
although not all of the dissenters of the 
American way, are those who do or 
have had such concerns. 


Peron Still Factor in Argentine 


Juan D. Peron, exiled Argentina dic- 


tator, didn't return to that country by 
the Aug. 25 deadline for qualifying as a 
presidential candidate. But that doesn't 
mean that he won't be a factor in the 
national elections scheduled for next 
March, when President 
Alejandro 


Lanusse has promised that the 6-year 
military dictatorship will end. 


Supporters of Peron insist that he 


plans to return from Spain by the end of 
the year. His return after a 17-year exile 
would confuse the political picture in 
Argentina, where the 
76-year-old 


former 
dictator still 
remains 
as 


something of a hero to the working class 
for what they believe were halcyon days 
despite the dismal realities when Peron 
was forced to leave. 


When Peron came to power just 


after World War II, Argentina had a 
strong economy based on wartime sales 
of beef and grain. But the picture soon 
changed. When he was ousted after a 
10-year rule, aided and abetted by his 
late wife, Eva, the country was on the 
verge of bankruptcy. The situation 
hasn't changed much in the intervening 
years. The cost of living has increased 


tremendously — 60 per cent since the 
first of the year — and unemployment' 
totals eight per cent. The country also 
has a serious balance-of-payments 
deficit. 


Some observers believe that Peron 


will name a candidate for the presidency 
even if he does not run himself. The 
Peronists still control the country's 
labor movement and about a third of the 
electorate. President Lanusse is aware 
of this and will have to cultivate 
workers' support if he hopes to return 
the country to constitutional govern- 
ment. Heightened tensions can be ex- 
pected before the March elections are 
held, if they in fact are, and the shadow 
of Peron hovers over the country's fu- 
ture. It would be unfortunate if the 
exiled dictator's influence, even from 
afar if he doesn't return, made the poli- 
tical turbulence in Argentina even more 
inimical to a return to stability and the' 
real need for a frontal attack on the 
nation's economic and social problems. 
Argentinians should recall what really 
happened under Peron without the 
roseate and nostalgic recollections of 
what they thought happened.

The changes are a result of a 


directive f r o m 
new Circuit 


Court Judge Gordon Myse that 
the master list of names from 
which jury panels are selected 
must represent a cross-section 
of county residents. 


The master list, by law. must 


contain 
a 
minumum 
of 500 


names and a maximum of 1.000 
names. From 
that 
list 
the 


panels are drawn for the circuit 


and county court juries. Three 
jury commissioners supply the 
names for the master list. 


Jury panels in the past have 


drawn criticism that they were 
overbalanced with older people 
and 
that not all 
occupations 


were represented. 


New Master List

according to Judge Myse. The 
new master list is almost a 
precise reflection of the age 
groups in the county. 


Judge Myse said he took the 


1970 
census figures and broke 


down the exact percentage for 
each age group. Clerk of Courts 
Gloria 
Johnson

breakdown of the master list is 
25 per cent between the ages of 


18 and 35; 20 per cent between 
35 and 45, 20 per cent between 
45 and 35, 20 per cent between 
55 and 65, and 15 per cent over 
65. The list also is 
equally 


divided between men and wom- 
en. 


Miss Johnson said that when 


the directive came from Judge 
Myse to .revamp the master list, 
it still contained 700 names, but 
there was no other information 
available on those people other 
than their mailing addresses.

Stewart Alsop, one of the 


wisest and most perceptive 
practitioners of the art-form, 
once observed that writing a 
column was like climbing a

This time I am going to 


cheat a bit. When I began 
writing a column I got my 
wife to promise to shoot me, 
the way they do old horses, if 
I started writing the same 
column over and over again. 
However today, with a full 
consciousness of the fact, I 
want to recapitulate some 
material I ran shortly after 
the 1968 Presidential election. 


The reason for this revival 


is the persistent myth that 
the 1968 contest was "close." 
Thus when a recent Daniel 
Yankelovich Survey, con- 


ducted for Time magazine, 
indicated 
that 
President 


Nixon was ahead of Senator 
McGovern by 56 to 28 in the 
16 largest states, there were 
sudden gasps of horror. In 
Texas, for example, Nixon led 
McGovern by 62 to 23. 
Humphrey's Poor Showing 
The figures are hardly 


reassuring to the Democrats, 
but 
what 
is uniformly 


overlooked is that in 1968 
Hubert Humphrey won only 
five states and the District of 
Columbia by an absolute 
majority. (They were, in 
Richard Scammon's formula- 
tion, "the 2 minority states: 
Hawaii and the District; the 2 
home states: Minnesota and 
Maine; and the 2 Catholic 
states: Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island.") Humphrey 
did not even get a majority in 
New York, though he lost it 
by a whisker.
